Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior art of record does not teach the method of designing or making a 
photomask including determining a width D of the openings and an opening interval of 
the openings to be formed in the light blocking member wherein a relation D<(P-W-2T) 
is satisfied, so that an electrical field distribution is approximated to an electrical field 
model extending circularly concentric. For example, ALKAISI ("Nanolithography in the 
Evanescent Near Field") teaches simulations of the diffraction in the evanescent near 
field of metallic gratings. However, the simulations are based primarily on the pitch of 
the gratings. Similarly ALKAISI does not explicitly teach approximating the electrical 
field distribution to an electrical field model extending circularly concentric with an edge 
of the light blocking member.
